We advertised. for tenders by means of posters and at the 
time appointed we me% and opened the tenders received which 
varied in price from $3.50 to $400 per cord for No. 1 hard wood— 
beech and maple. As this was considerably higher than we have 
been paying we only allotted contracts to those who had tendered 
for $3.50 per cord and left it with the County Clerk to secure the 
balance if possible at that price. In this way we have secured 
sufficient for the Industrial Home and nearly enough for the other 
buildings, though a few cords may have to be purchased on the 
market during the autumn. 


Soon after the change of Masters at the Industrial Home, the 
Chairman was notified that the supply of dry woodhad failed 
when the County Clerk bought a few cords of dry soft maple to 
supply the deficiency.

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To the Warden and Members of Norfolk County Council. 


We, the members of the Special Committee for the In- 
dustrial Farm and Home, beg leave to present the following 
report of our various meetings. 


We held our first meeting on Feb. 14th at 2 p. m. to open 
applications for the position of Master and Matron of the In- 
dustria! Farm and Home. There were twenty-five applica- 
tions and we adjourned to 6 p. m. to make some enquiries. 
We met again on Feb. 15th at One o'clock p. m., and finally 
appointed Mr Richard Spencer and wife of Simcoe, to the 
position. We then visited the Home and started to take an In- 
ventory but stopped and ordered the doors numbered. 


We instructed the Chairman to prepare a contract and 
meet the new Master and Matron and execute the same on 
February 21st We then adjourned to meet again on March 
Ist 1901. 


We met on March Ist pursuant to adjournment, and took 
over the Farm and Home from the retiring Master and _ in- 
stalled the new ones. 


The out-going Master reported 71 inmates—the register © 
only showed 65, so we passed them through a door and found 
there were only 65. We took an Inventory of contents and 
found the Home and barn very destitute both of food and 
clothing. 


The accounts of purchases from January to March show- 
ed that there should have been a far better supply of bedding 
etc., than we found. 


We considered that a new and more exact method of 
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carrying on the Farm and Home should be inaugurated, and 
we ordered certain record books and books of. account. 


We adjourned having authorized a part of the Committee 
to complete the work next day. 


On March 2nd Messrs. Scott and Snider returned to the Home. 


We ordered bran and shorts for the pigs and ordered the 
Master to purchase hay as required. 


After generally starting the new Master and Matron in 
their new duties we adjourned. 


On March 7th a complaint was received that there was 
pot rooin in the Home for inmates for whom the Warden had 
issued orders. We easily found room and after starting the 
new daily register blotter, etc., we came back to Simcoe, and 
spent some time in verifying the accounts certified to by Mr. 
McBride before he left. We are sorry to say the goods were 
not at the Home. 


We were satisfied «a complete change in the method of 
purchasing supplies and keeping the books should be inaugur- 
ated and we have done so. 


% 


On March 29th we met and proceeded to the Home. 

We found every thing in good shape in the Home—the 
stock looked well and the Master was oe 13 pigs for 
market. — 


~ He has since sold 12 and eeak one for a brood sow. 


We ordered 8 acres of hill corn, 6 of utes corn, and 8 of 
potatoes. There is one field of hay. 


We ordered the orchard trimmed. 
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We have found permanent homes for four girls and one 
boy inmate. 


Our last meeting was on May 21st 1901. 


We went to the Home and found everything clean and in 
good order. The farm is in good shape and the crops looked 
well. We ordered a new churn and a washing machine to be 
purchased, and ordered the Home to be white-washed and 
some patching to the plastering done. The Master recom- 


mended the sale of two cows and the purchase of two '1n their 


place. We took no action in this matter. 


Gentlemen, there have been many things in connection 
with the management of the Home and Farm in the past that 
we think hays been wrong. We have taken it upon our- 
selves to change many of them and hope you will endorse our 
action. 


Attached to this report is a list of suggestions which we 
beg leave to submit to your consideration.

To the Honorable, the Members of the House of Commons 
of Oanada, in Parliament assembled. 


The petition of the County Council of the County of 
Norfolk, in the Province of Ontario, humbly sheweth: 
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That many of the people are put to much inconyenience 
and sometimes loss, in consequence of the unsatisfactory con- 
_ dition of the cattle-guards at the highway crossings of the 
railways in this County. 


Your petitioners do not question the correctness of the 
provision in the Railway Act which is intended to prevent 
live stock from straying on the highways near railway cross- 
ings, and should loss occur at such crossings the railway 
should not be liable for damages. 


Your petitioners are however, strongly of opinion that the 
guards placed by the raifways at such crossings as well as the 
fences enclosing the railway company’s lands should be of 
such a character as to prevent live stock from trespassing on 
the line, and failing to build and maintain such guards and 
fences, the railway should be responsible for all damages. 


Your petitioners are aware that in many places in this 
County no attempt is made to put guards at the crossings 
while in general those constructed are quite inadequate. 


Your petitioners are aware that a Bill was introduced at 
the last Session of Parliament which was intended to remedy 
the evil complained of and we exceedingly err that it did 
“not meet with your approval. 


Your petitioners belieye that the sameor a_ similar 
measure will be introduced at the present session and we 
humbly trust that it may receive very careful consideration 
and if deemed necessasy such amendment as will best adapt it 
- to remove the serious grounds of complaint now justly maue 
by the farmers of this County in reference te said cattle-guards 
at highway crossings.

should be purchased if they can be got at reasonable figures. 


The Matron called the attention of your Committee to 
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the meat being furnished to the Home not being according to 
contract. - 


Your Committee would recommend that persons dying in 
the Home, be not kept in the room in the main building at 
present used for that purpose, but kept ina more isolated 
room or removed to the isolated building.
